A. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
considered does not disclose the instantly claimed inventions nor provide rationale to modify the 
prior art disclosures into the instantly claimed inventions. US Pat. No. 5990221, Dames et al. is 
further noted. It is not seen that the polymerizations therein necessarily, inherently give the 
instantly claimed block copolymers. Column 6, lines 55-67 and column 7, lines 1-27 are 
particularly noted with the distinct particles produced (column 6, lines 63-67) indicating that the 
different polymerizations give different particles, which is contrary to the different 
polymerizations giving the instantly claimed blocks. Therefore, not only is block copolymer 
seen as being necessarily, inherently formed by the process of the prior art, but the prior art 
appears to teach away from block copolymer formation.
